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“Checry Letter from Miss Sheihamer, 
BosTON, August 19, 1588, 
DEAR BETTER Way: 

It is a long while since I wrote any cor- 
respondence for your columns, but I have 
not forgotten your good work nor the 
many readers of your weekly pages.

of tho First National Association of Spiritu- 
* Reps of Washington, D. C. <r 
30 Undersigned, accepting as facts : 

First, a continued LARDA and per- 
sonality after the change called death ; 
second, intercourse with the Spirit 
world; and third, individual responsi- 
bility, as the conditions of all re 
in this and the life to come, and the 
right of every intelligent human being 
to freedom of thought, speech and ac 
tiou, provided there Is no encroachment 
upon the legitimate rights of others; 
for mutual protection and improvement 
in all tbat qualifies us for this life and 
all the possibilities of the future, unite 
under the following 

DECLARATION : 

1, Spiritualisus, io its broad sense asa 
philosophical system, embraces what- 
ever relates to 4 aa spiritual existen- 
ces, and spiritual forces, infinite and 
finite, organized or diffused, especially 
all truths relative to the buman spirit, 
its disembodied existence, the condi- 
tions of that existence, and the modes 
of communicating between the internal 
and external worlds, 

2. We deny the right of any person or 
organization to dictate what any person 
shall sccept ss truth in regard to the in- 
finite or finite. 

3. We acknowledge a universal, ben- 
eficent Power governing the Universe. 

4. That mankind ae a part of this 
Universal Power is its highest represen- 
tative on this planet, the most indivi- 
dual being, the most complete embodi- 


ment thereof; that each bus a germ of| 


Divinity, an incorruptible and inde- 
structible portion of the Divine Essence, 
which is ever prompting to the right, 
and which in time will free itself from 
the imperfections incidental to the rudi- 
mental state. 

5. That we have a continued existence 
after the cbange called death ; that that 
existence Is but a continuation of the 
presens life, as proved by the return and 
dentification of those who have passed 
on, by facts visible, audible and tangi 
ble, and their own declarations. 

6. That the spirit world is as real and 
tangible to spirits as this world is to us 

7. That the spirit world is not far off 
but nigh, around and interblended with 
our present state of existence, and 
hence, that we are constantly under the 
i alec and watchful care of spir- 


ts. 

8. That spirits, ill or well disposed, 
influence us both knowingly and un- 
consciously ; kuowingly, by deliberate 
purpose, and unconsciously by their 
emanations which flow into the spheres 
of such mortals as they resemble moral- 
Jy and mentally, with a predominant 
good or evil result, according to our 
predisposed moral and mental states. 

9, That as individuals are passing in- 
to the Spiritual State in all stages of 
mental and moral growth, that state 
includes all grades of character from the 
owest to the highest. 

10 That as papers and misery de- 
pends on internal states rather than on 
external surroundings, there are as ma- 
py gradatious of each as there are 
shades of character, each one gravata- 
ling to bis own state or condition by 
natural affinity, and hence, there must 
be “many mansions” to meet these va- 
riations, each individual being as hap- 
py as his character will allow. 

11- Toat communications from the 
spiritual world, by mental impression 
or any otber mode of transmission, are 
not necessarily infallible on the contra- 
ry ; that no inspired communication, in 
tnis or any age, is suthorative any fur- 
ther than it expresses truth to the indi- 
vidual reason, which is the final stan- 
dard to which all teachings, inspired or 
not, must be brought tor judgment. 

12. That inspiration, or the influx of 
ideas and promptings from the spiritual 
realms, is not a miracle of the past, but 
a perpetual fact, the ceaseless method 
of the Divine economy in the elevation 
of humanity. 

18. That all so-called miracles of the

LICENSED IGNORANCE. 

A modern philosopher says: “ Fortu- 
nately for the self-esteem of the rest of 
mankind, the doctors are not half as wise 
as they look.” The modern philosopher 
is right; but it is the duty of the doctor to 
assume the appearance of wisdom in jus- 
tice to his great profession, even if he is 
more ignorant than his unlettered patient; 
and it certainly requires much wise as- 
sumption, to say the least, to sustain the 
reputation of a calling whose main founda 
tion is a bit of parchment. 

Without diplomas there could be no 
physicians, if we read aright the statutes 
of these progressive times, and without 
medical treatment it might follow that the 
race would become extinct, The priva- 
tions which people would be compelled to 
undergo without the blessing of prescrip- 
tions in medicated Latin, at $5 to $50 each, 
is appalling to the contemplation of phi- 
lanthropic doctors and professors in our 
medical colleges, and it is not to be endured 
if they can help it, It would abridge 
their means of sustenance, and then some 
of their lives would be in as much danger 
as those of their patients—perhaps ! 

Diplomas are frequently owned by peo- 
ple so adsurdly ignorant that they are 
vain of their knowledge, and so herald 
their incapacity in written treatises; and 
still they are practicing physicians in good 
standing. They can describe the clavicle, 
radius, ulna, carpus, femur, patella fibula, 
and discourse learnedly upon the occipito 
frontinalis, orbicularis palpebrarum and 
the gastrocnemius, but ask them to cure 
St. Vitus’s dance and they do not know 
what you mean. They know nothing 
about anything so vulgar. You must call 
it “chorea” when you talk to the proprie- 
tor of a diploma. If your nerves are weak 
and uncertain you must describe the dim- 
culty as aphonia atonica, if you would ob- 
tain the relief a high priced prescription 
brings. Nothing from the concave laby- 
rinths of diploma-labeled skulls is common, 
except the demand for fees, and that which 
is most uncommon with other cobblers is 
the impudence and extravagance of this 
demand. And you must stand and deliver, 
even if they kill you. It is not your money 
or your life, There is no alternative. 
These felloys take both and conceal the 
crimes of robbery and murder under their
